Persistent Martine. 

The stories which picture the com- 
edy side of Jim Martine’s campaigns 
in New Jersey would not_be a fair 
picture of this interesting character 
without giving the Other side. 

There was an experience of mine 
in the old days that had to do with 
Jim's nomination for the governor- 
ship. In order to learn the ins and 
outs of the situation and to come 
in contact with the leading actors 
of the ante-convention conference, I 
went to the Trenton House. The 
rooms of the various hotels fairly 
teemed with bosses and representa- 
tives of different sections of the 
Democratic party. At the time I 
was a very youthful adherent of de- 
mocracy; also, I hope, a very earn- 
Like many others, I was 
enthusiastically supporting Jim Mar- 
tine’s cantidacy. For years he had 
been a stalwart. He had carried the 
Democratic banner in’ many a losing 
fight, but» had never lost his spirit 
and kept the fires burning in* New 
Jersey, when otherg seemed faint- 
}hearted. When I arrived at the 
Trenton House om the night before 
the convention I made inquiry as 
to where Jim’s headquarters were 
situated. One of the bellboys said, 
in a most familiar way: 

“Young fellow, you go down that 
narrow passageway and you will find 
Jim in there.” 

As I made my way down the pass- 
age I passed the famous “Room 
100,” the rendezvous of all the old 
leaders of the State. It was a bee- 
hive of political activity. On the 
wall near the door was a placard 
bearing the inscription in scarehead 
type, ‘“‘Headquarters of Frank 58. 
Katzenbach.” At this time, 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, Mr. Katzenbach’s 
candidacy was being supported by 
the big bosses of the State, includ- 
ing Senator Smith, Milland Ross and 
others. From the appearance of 
“Room 100,” as much as I could see 
of it, Katzenbach seemed to be the 
winning candidate. 

I continued on my way down the 
dark passageway to Senator Mar- 
tine’s headquarters. Arriving at his 
modest room, I could hardly make 
out the writing on a small card 
which was unostentatiously tacked 
upon the door. I recognized it as the 
handwriting of Martine himself. 
Close ingpection showed the words 
‘‘Headquarters of James Martine.” I 
went into the little.room and found 
Jim standing talking earnestly to 
three Democrats, as if they were a 
crowd. On an old walnut table in 
the center of the room was a bottle 
of Old Crow whisky; beside it a box 
of Cremo cigars. 

Jim was most hospitable, He was 
not only an active candidate, but 
he. was his own campaign manager. 
He was telling the group of three 
Democrats what he would do for 
them if he were elected Governor.

Dis- 
gusted, I said: “Gentlemen, you may 
think this is a winning game, but 
it is very dispiriting to young fellows 
in politics like myself. It doesn’t 
seem fair to me, after arranging 
everything as you have, that you 
should thrust Mr. Martine aside. Per- 
haps I shall live to see the day 
when the men who have played a 
part in this disgusting game will feel 
the bitterness of it.’’ 

I then went to Martine’s room. The 
little card with the _ inscription, 
“Headquarters of James Martine,” 
was again on the door. I found old 
Jim seated there—his bottle of Old 
Crow on the table. As I was at- 
tempting in a rough way to console 
him I heard stirring music outside, 
and we looked out of the window 
to see the Democratic hosts from 
my own county of Hudson parading 
by, with Katzenbach banners and 
wearing Katzenbach dodgers on their 
hats.

that the sixth pair of symphony 
programs should be given yesterday 
afternoon and eventing. Leader and | 
musicians completed their hedvy | 
task, which included three hours of | 
rehearsal yesterday morning, with 
buoyancy. If the fare provided had 
an effect* of indigestion upon many 
in both audiences, the explanation 
was not that the music was poor, or 
even that it was modern, but sim- 
ply that it was new. 


The program began with the over- 
ture to Weber’s “Der Freischuetz,” 
which, being familiar and also ‘ 
couched in the conventional idiom, 
was easily agsimilable. The same 
was true of three selections of bal- 
let music from Gluck's “Orfeo ed 
FKiuridice’’—the adorable “Dance of 
the Happy Spirits,” the heavenly 
Lento which is No. 30 of the score, 
and that marvel of characterization, 
the “‘Dance of the Furies.” 


Then and there the program de- 
parted from terra cognita. The sec- 
ond symphony of Camille Saint- 
Saens—which by ai coincidence 
happened to .be scheduled for per- 
formance just a week after the 
French master’s death—this sym- 
phony in A Minor, Op. 55, is by no 
means hackneyed. Samuel Gard- 
ner’s Concerto for Violin and Or- 
chestra, in E Minor, Op. 18, with 
the composer serving as solo@t, was 
a .‘“‘first-time’’ work, played from 
manuscript; and another “first-time” 
composition was Ravel's fascinating 
choreographic poem, “La Valse.”’ 
Because of a miscalculation, the pro- 
gram proved so long that at both | 
concerts two numbers were omitted— ' 
Grainger’s ‘‘Molly on the Shore” 
“Irish Tune ‘From County

esthetic faculties of elegance and 
niceness of taste. The romanza 
which forms the slow movement 
was wholly charming; and the viva- 
cious rhythm of the saltarello in the 
last movement, and its headlong 
pace, made the finale particularly 
engrossing. The symphony re- 
velaed further beauties at its second 
hearing, with its fine-wrought trac- 
eries, filagrees and arabesques. 


Samuel Gardner is one of the most 
successful of the youthful American 
composers, besides being an_ excel- 
lent violinist, if scarcely one of the 
towering virtuosos. His symphonic 
poem, which Gardner himself con- 
ducted with the St. Coulis Symphony 
Orchestra last March, won the 
James Loeb prize of $500 in 1918; 
and in the same year his string quar- 
tet in D Minor won the Pulitzer 
prize of $1500 for the best compo- 
sition of the year written by: an 
American. 

After two auditions, it appears 
that his concerto is a worth-while 
addition to a literature that is sadly 
small, that of the violin. The music 
has gusto and drive. The language | 
which it speaks is the modern one, | 
bristling with chromatics; yet fun-. 
damentally the thought is diatonic. ' 
Instead of employing as themes) 
what are accepted under the name) 
of melodies, Gardner uses a sort of 
arioso or recitatiye for the solo in- 
strument; embodying what will 
probably be accepted as melodies in 
a few years. 

An Interminable Cadenza. 

The second movement, however, 

has as its chief theme a song 580 


folktune; it has warmth and contour, 
but hardly lives uf to the notation, ; 
“alla maniera maestosa.”’ The first | 


| 
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,; movement rejoices in one of the 
longest cadenzas on record; and in 
the third there is a colorful passage 
of Oriental music. The orchestra- 
tion shows numerous effective 
strokes. The visitor was very cor- 
dially received by both audiences, 
and each occasion played his “From 
the Canebrake,” which was heard for 
the first time here witb an orchestral 
accompaniment—and a very jazzy 
one. 

The sensation of the program, and 
one which Promptly divided the au- 
_diences into two camps, was Maurice 
|Ravel’s choreographic poem, “La 
Valse.” One impression was “ ex- 
pressed in a colloquy overheard in 
the lobby. “It’s ‘The Blue Danube’ 
in a sour key,” said one pianist. 
“Sour?” exclaimed another; “it’s 
curdled!” 


It is a work which will be com- 
pletely incomprehensidle to those 
| who believe music ended with Bee- 
thoven, or else with Wagner; but to 
the rebels and iconoclasts it was 
sheer delight. For the writer, the 
impression at the first performance 
was One of vitality, mighty rhythm, 
and astounding orchestral virtuosity; 
at the second it was amazing how 
mellow the music itself became, how 
its dissonances took on beauty, and 
how the work grew into recognition 
as meriting the name of that gayest 
and most voluptuous of dance meas- 
ures, the waltz. With a couple of ad- 
ditional performances—so that all 
the parts would be shaken down to- 
gether—Ravel’s poem should become 
one of the most brilliant and popular 
works in the orchestra’s repertory. 


Electric Lights Go Out. 


The orchestra had just begun the 
Scherzo of the Saint-Saens sy 
phony, at the afternoon concért, 
when ethe lights played a merry 
prank of their own by going out. The 
music ran under its own Impetus for 
a few bars in the darkness, and then 
faltered away. It happened that 
Mrs. Karl Kimmell and about 10 
children were present, with the in- 
tention of singing Christmas carols 
in the lobby after the congert.

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—Christmas will 


find Germany more cheerful than 
expected. Although the conference 


in London ‘befween Premiers Lioyd 
George and Briand produced no 
moratorium, the Germans see the 
beginning of a series of conferences 
which will bring Germany back into 
the concert of nations. 

The fact that Walter Rathenau 
was present at the London confer- 
ence has been sufficient to break the 
sense of isolation which has weighed 
on the Germans and kept them un- 
der a constant strain. Now they see 
the barriers that have isolated them 
beginning to break. 

What eased the strain and made 
them fee] that a new era was begin- 
ning was that no threat was made of 
a hurried invasion of Germany dur- 
ing the moratorium discussion. The 
Germans have not yet realized that 
they owe this to Chancellor Wirth 
and his policy of fulfilling the treaty 
obligations. But it has silenced the 
Vitriolic reactionaries who cannot for 
the moment find cause to attack 
Wirth. 

All place hope on the coming eco- 
nomic conference at which Germany 
also will put her feet under the table. 
Knowing that England would imme- 
dlately invité them to the confer- 
ence, if it were not for France, they 
do not feel much peaceful good will 
toward France, and this is the jar- 
ring note in the Christmas cheer.

While the Slavs may have lacked 
initiative at entertaining they made 
up for it in gratitude and politeness. 
Not one of the mothers failed, as she 
departed, to stop and thank each of 
the hostesses for the gifts and the 
party. 

The party for the Greeks brought 
out the most prosperous looking 
gathering, all well dressed, many in 
the latest modes. 


Perhaps it is a confession of ig- 
rorance to express surprise at 50 
many examphkes of rare beauty among 
Greek women. At any rate, here 
were enough fine straight noses, 
short upper lips, well modeled chins 
to reassure one that the classic Gre- 
cian profile has not been obliterated 
through centuries of other vicissi- 
tudes the country has endured. 

It was not as large a gathering as 
the size of the Greek colony here 
would warrant, due to the fact that, 
this being the rush season in the 
candy making business, many wom- 
en were kept away. No gifts were 
provided for the Greeks, so obviously 
were they not in need. Cakes and 
coffee were served and there were 
games and dancing, much the same 
games, and exactly the same dances 
that American young people enjoy. 

Take Care of Own Poor. 

The Greeks take care of their 
own poor, if there are any such who 
have not yet become successfully 
launched in business tn the city, one 
is told. A benevolent society, of 
which Mrs. Patrakis, wife of the 
pastor of the Greek Church, is pres- 
ident, gives an annual entertainment 
at which as much as $3000 usually 
is raised. Quickly perceiving an op- 
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it 
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portunity to capture some advertis- 
ing, Mrs. Patrakis informed the re- 
porter that one of these entertain- 
ments is to take place Jan. 7, at 
Knights of Columbus Hall. 

The French brides were another 
entirely self-sufficient group. No 
entertainment need be provided for 
them if only they might get together 
and converse, just talk in their own 
native language. They took full ad- 
vantage of this opportunity, leaving 
their husbands to entertain one an- 
other, the women even seeming to 
prefer to dance with each other, 
since in that tase their chatter need 
not be interrupted for an instant. 

“here are 41 members of the club, 
all wives of former members of the 
A. E. F., and 11 of them have ba- 
bies. The women brought baskets of 
refreshments—all dry, to their frank 
disgust. Several of the musical ones 
sang French songs.

RACHOMA, being communica- 
ble, or “catching,” every person 
who has it caught it by getting 


into his eyes the germs from eyes of | 
somebody else suffering with it. It | 
_ is impossible to get the disease other- 
| wise. Trachoma infection, then, must 


be planted in the eye in order that 
it may grow, exactly as corn and po- 
tatoes are planted to have them 
grow. 

The disease, of course, is not 
“catching” in the same way as are 
measles or mumps, but it is always 
due to some of the pus from a “sore 
eye” getting into a healthy eye. This 
can occur in many ways, such as the 
use of common basins, handker- 
chiefs, bedclothes or towels. The use 
of the same towel by more than one 
person is the easiest way to convey 
the infection, and, undoubtedly, more 
cases of ‘“‘granulated eyelids’? among 
the mountain people are caused by 
the common family towel than by 
any other source of infection. 

Children at school may also con- 
vey the disease to others by exchang- 
ing or using the same pencils, slates 
and cloths, or in playing games by 
blindfolding with cloths, fingers, etc. 
As the disease feels like a cinder in 
the eye, a friend may try to remove 
it and neglect to wash his hands be- 
fore rubbing his own eyes. In fact, 
the disease can be contracted in any 
manner which serves as a means of 
conveying infected discharges from a 
diseased to a healthy eye. 

Early Symptoms of Trachoma. 

When trachoma begins the eyes 
feel as though a cinder, corn silk, 
sand, dirt, sawdust or other sub- 
stance had gotten into them, and 
usually some of these things are 
blamed for the eyes getting sore. 
The eyes soon become red and pain- 
ful, and discharge water. Some pus 
(matter) is present, and the eye- 
lashes stick together in the morn- 
ings. Soon the light affects the eyes 
and in time causes so much pain 
that it is necessary to wear dark 
giasses or to tie a dark cloth over 
the head in the effort to keep out 
the light. 

The inner surface of. the eyelids 
becomes rough, somewhat like sand- 
paper, and irritates the eyeball dur- 


ing every wink of the eye, often de- | 1), vton?” he aske” as he piloted her 


scribed as “cutting.” 

It is this constant irritation that 
causes the eyeball to become red and 
painful. Ulcers appear, and a new 
growth is formed over the pupil, and 
then the patient is liable slowly to 
become blind. While the redness, 
pain and discharges may cease for a 
time, the disease is almost sure to 
return unless treated, each attack 
damaging the eye more and more. 
Early treatment of trachoma thus 
becomes necessary, and it should be 
continued until the disease is cured.
